THE BUILDER 


Beaulieu, Souillac, and Moissac.—I1I. 
OUILLAC, in the 

Department of the 

Lot, lies about as 

far to the west of 

St. Denis - prés- 

Martel as Beaulieu 

does to the east, 

and may also be 

reached direct 
from Brive, the lines joining just before 
the fine viaduct is reached, giving a fine 
view of the Valley of the Dordogne, the 
town and its environs. The station is 
rather more than half a mile away, the 
road running through fertile fields and 
allotments, passing a few small houses. 
The abbey church lies below the main 
street, with a spacious “ place” at its 
side, and the ruined tower of the parish 
church near, now the “ Mairie.” The 
monastery buildings are occupied by the 
Government tobacco factory, so that the 
south and west facades are not approach- 
able. The church is dedicated to the 
Virgin, and belonged to an ancient 
Benedictine abbey, which appears to 
have been restored under Louis the Pious 
in 806, but Gallia Christiana states that 
a more probable date and founder are 
Gérault de St. Céré, abbot of Aurillac, 
and 962 ; the territory of Souillac having 
been given to that monastery in 930. 
The plan of the monastery was originally 
circular, like that of Abingdon, symbolic 
of Eternity, as is said. When Centula was 
founded by Charlemagne the plan was 
made triangular in honour of the Holy 
Trinity. 

The exterior is impressive by its lofti- 
ness, but there is not much interesting 
detail except in the apses of the transept 
and choir, with the chapels belonging to 
the latter (see plan, Fig. 4). Of these 
there are three, in plan five sides of an 
octagon, the two sides perpendicular to 
the axis being longer than the others, and 
from the eastern wall of each transept an 
apse projects, Each apse and chapel has 
one window of two unmoulded orders, 
with a roll in the angle of the archivolt, 
and nothing to support it—like the 
curious internal moulding of the arches 
in the cloister of Monreale. The apse to 
the north has been rebuilt and the southern 
one cannot be approached. The central 
chapel and the transept apses have 
engaged half columns with simple caps, 
which support the arcades on their faces, 
and rest on a projecting base running 
round the choir. The other chapels are 
without the arcading. The wall of the 
apse above has six round-headed windows 
with rectangular archivolts; above is a 
cornice and a kind of attic in retreat, 
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with round-headed windows above the 
wall surface of the row below, to light the 
roof. At the crossing is a tower half- 
hidden by the roof timbers, and a stair- 
case turret in the angle. Piers are 
applied to the buttresses on the angles 
of the transept, the cornice continuing 
on the level of that of the apse; two 
little round-headed windows are beneath 
it to light the vault, and one larger on 
the west side lights the interior. A 
great buttress divides the nave wall; 
against it stands a large crucifix. Each 
bay has two round-headed windows, 
with the uprights prolonged into archi- 
volts; half-round hollows soften the 
angles. The second has a torus which 
becomes a  colonnette below. The 
western tower has a row of corbels round 
it, carved with heads, ete., on the level 
of the simpler corbels of the nave cornice. 
It has a XVIIth-century door, the period 
when the congregation of 8S. Maur con- 
trolled the church, and the lower part is 
now used as sacristy. 

Entering through one of the mean little 
doors the loftiness and splendid propor- 
tions of the interior strike one forcibly. 
The plan is a Latin cross, the vaults are 
Byzantine, with cupolas on pendentives, 
and the ornament is Romanesque. It is 
170 ft. long, the nave is about 45 ft. 
broad, and the transept 107 ft. The nave 
has two bays, separated by great square 
piers with imposts only, supporting the 
main arches of the vaults. On the side 
walls two smaller square piers are applied, 
which carry three pointed arches, the 
central one broader than the others. 
These piers also have imposts. These 
arches support the gallery of circulation, 
defined by a simple quarter roll. The west 
wall is arranged similarly. Of the windows 
the four to the north are similar, and 
have three Orders, the front angles being 
hollowed in half rounds ; a torus moulding 
runs round the arch, forming colonnette 
with cap in the second of these hollows. 
The south windows have two Orders; the 
angle of the first is hollowed, the second 
is rectangular, and contains a similar 
roll. A cornice on consoles runs round 
the circular base of the cupolas, with a 
width of mote than 3 ft. in front of the 
springing of the vault ; doors to the north 
and south give access to it. The curve of 
the cupola is rather less than a semi-y 
circle; the diameter is about 35 ft. At 
the springing of the pendentives heads 
project. The central cupola is slightly” 
ovoid in section, the plan resembling 


those of the cathedral of Le Puy. : 

All the great arches are pointed, those, 
of the crossing rather more acute, ands 
there is a sécond sttengthenitig arch, not’ 
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concentric, in those of the transepts, rest- 
ing on columns applied to the piers. The 
transepts have wagon vaults, and each 
wall has an arcade of two arches, spring- 
ing from the angle piers, and a central

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pillar, except on the east side, where a 
corbel replaces the pillar. In the north- 
west corner a pillar replaces the pier. 
The apses open by an unmoulded pointed 
arch of two Orders on engaged columns. 
In plan they are five sides of an octagon, 
and are thus vaulted. On the north 
the three eastward sides have a round- 
arched arcade, with the usual window 
surroundings. The wall spaces between 
the choir chapels are pierced by a window 
beneath an arch, supported by columns, 
which also occur in the wall of the choir. 
The entrance arches to the chapels have 
three moulded Orders, corresponding to 
(1) Attached half-columns with caps ; (2) 
a square jamb ; (3) half-columns with ca 
belonging to the arcade surrounding the 
apse. Each chapel has a splayed round- 
headed window without colonnettes. 
Round the springing of each semidome 
runs a single roll; the apse dome has a 
double roll in the same relative position. 
The arcade of the apse consists of three 
larger arches and six smaller, stilted to 
make them of the same height, the larger 
ones opening into the chapels. The ca 
of the engaged columns of the piers of the 
crossing have two ranges of flat leaves, 
griffins face to face, or hieratic birds, 
Flowers and fruit decorate those of the 
chapels. In the choir some have two 
figures, crouching, united by scrolls; a 
man between two lions, which he holds 
by the jaw, birds of prey attacked by 
doves, a nude figure standing, conquering 
winged monsters; and near the left 
chapel an Annunciation and a spinning 
woman. The forms are a good deal dis- 
guised by the modern colouring, of which 
there is a good deal at this end of the 
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church. The altar is in the situation 
rescribed by the Rational of William 
Duran beneath the ssing, with a 
marble rail ing forward in the centre, 
and the choir of the canons behind 
repeating the curve of the choir wall. 
‘Against the west wall, beneath the 
XVIiIth-century organ, fragments of a 
fine XIIth-century door have been ar- 
ranged. On the right jamb is the figure 
of Isaiah, titled “‘Isaias ” in letters of 
that period. In his hand is a scroll with 
traces of an inscription. On the left is a 
figure with an inscription engraved near, 
which has been read “ osep,”’ and, there- 
fore, supposed to designate Joseph, with 
some references to the Joseph of the New 
Testament. Our notes, however, state 
sitively that it is Hosea. These figures 
0 a striking resemblance in treatment 
to those on the side of the central pier at 
Moissac. The tympanum has a curiously 
confused group of figures, explained by 
M. F. de Verneheil as a representation of 
an Eastern legend introduced into the 
Latin church from Carolingian times. A 
clerk named Theophilus, impatient of 
advancement, which his bishops refused 
him, made a compact with the devil. 
In return for the promise of his soul he 
obtained the desired honours, but soon 
after was stricken with remorse. He 
remained in prayer to the Virgin for 
three days and three nights, entreating

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her to free him from the infernal agree. 
ment, The Virgin intervened, snatched 
the parchment signed by Theophilus from 
the demon, and returned it to the repent: 
ant clerk, who, after public confession 
before the bishop and assembled people 
died in the sa, Sa of sanctity. he 
summit is a triple round arch { ringed with 
clouds, from which angels appear flying 
downwards, and the Virgin bearing the

The pier, which originally supported 
the lintel in the centre, is now affixed to 
the wall to the right. It does not appear 
to be quite complete. The angels are 
bordered by a torus moulding in a series 
of scallops, as at Beaulieu, but with caps 
and bases; on the front is a confusion 
of griffins, monstrous birds, dogs, heads 
of men, etc., which interlace, twist, and 
bite each other as in a nightmare (Fig. 5). 
On the right side a group of two persons 
is repeated three times, perpendicularly. 
Both wear a kind of robe with light folds, 
and are ing. One is younger than 
the other. It has been suggested that 
it is a symbolic representation of Discord, 
and also that it represents Jacob wrestling 
with the el, which seems more prob- 
able, seeing that the subject of the 
Sacrifice of Isaac occupies the opposite 
face, also in three bands. At the top ar 
the angel with the ram, in the middle 
Abraham with the knife preparing © 
sacrifice Isaac, while below the pyre ® 
lighted, and a child lying down “i 
appears to be stirring the fire, but 1s kep 
back by the arm of an invisible body.

and were apparently in intimate relation 
with each abe: : : 
The third doorway, which wef 
with the two already described, is tha 
Moissac, in the ment of the Tarn 
and Garonne, a small town on the line 
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the site of a powerful Benedictine 
monastery, of which only the church 
and cloister remain (see Plan, Fig. 7). 
The door is now on the south side 
of the narthex, but was originally at 
the western end, having. been moved 
at the time the abbey was fortified by 
Abbot de Montaigut (1260-93), after the 
razing of the walls of the town in 1229, 
by the terms of the treaty of Meaux— 
according to the chronicler. It seems 
most likely that this porch and door are 
the originals which inspired the others, 
since details of the costume of the figures 
in the tympanum suggest the beginning 
of the XIIth century, and a chronicler of 
the X1Vth century, who lived in the 
abbey, Aymeric de Peyrac, asserts that 
Abbot Ansquetil (1085-1115) finished the 
doorway. The scale pattern’ on the 
back of the central pier, which also 
occurs on his undoubted work, the piers 
in the cloister, the chronicler says was 
worked as a memorial of his name. 
M. Rupin states that the square crowns 
on the heads of Christ and of the Elders 
are also found in the XIth-century paint- 
ings at St. Savin, and that the single- 
string instruments which they hold 
(“ vielles””) are also of that- date, since 
in the XIIth century they are represented 
with two strings, in the XIIIth - with 
five, and in.the XITVth with seven. On 
the other hand, the style of the effigy of 
Abbot Durand in the cloister, which is 
stated by de Peyrac to be due to Ansquetil, 
resembles the early reliefs at S. Sernin, 
loulouse, while the carving about the 
loor at Moissae is more like that: of the 
north door of the Cathedral, . Cahors, 
consecrated 1119, according to M. 
Laliondés, and considered to be the 
tariest of the domed churches of 
Aquitaine. 

the arch of the poreh rests on four

@ wears sandals, a sole without visible 
means of attachment. A folded ribbon 
pattern is commenced on the scalloped 
edge of the door close by. On the other 
side Isaiah, with a scroll inscribed “ Ecce 
virgo concipiet,” serves as pendant ; he 
wears shoes. 

The central pier (Fig. 8) has a figure of 
a prophet on each of its sides, in pose 
and treatment of the hair and draperies 
closely resembling certain of the figures 
at Souillac ; one of them has the cross- 
legged pose so often found in Tolosan 
figures. On the face are three couples of 
lionesses standing on each other and half- 
rampant, in a crossed arrangement derived 
from some oriental model, either a 
Moorish ivory, such as the casket in the 
Museum at Burgos, or some piece of 
metalwork, such as the Sassanian cup in 
the Cabinet des Medailles at Paris, on 
both of which the same motif occurs. 
Their tails entwine and finish in forms 
recalling Assyrian ornament, while the 
background is formed of repetitions of the

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rosette upon the lintel, a rendering of a 
Gallo-Roman ornament, much resembling 
a Carolingian carved lintel in the Museum 
Cahors; similar rosettes occur on the 
north transept doorway at Conques. 
The lintel has eight of these complete 
and two halves, in front of which are two 
half-beasts vomiting a cord which sur- 
rounds each. It consists of three slabs 
of marble carved on the lower edge, 
with patterns which differ in their detail, 
and is also carved on the upper edge. 
It is, therefore, evident that the material 
has been used in a different manner 
previously. Above the lintel the tym- 
panum is filled with the subject of Christ 
ii Glory. Around are the symbols of 
the Evangelists, those of SS. Matthew 
and John above, because they were per- 
sonally acquainted with Our Lord. Two 
tall angels stand beyond, one on each 
side. They have six wings, an indication 
of an oriental model, and bear scrolls. 
All the nimbi are ornamented. The 
twenty-four elders complete the subject ; 
four above on a rather larger scale than 
the rest to fill the space, two on each side, 
below them three more on each side, 
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and the remainder in a long row just 
above the lintel. They are seated on 
thrones, wear square crowns, and hold in 
one hand a viol and in the other a cup. 
All are gazing up at the central figure, 
often awkwardly. Between the rows are 
conventional clouds, and round the curve 
of the arch a folded ribbon pattern 
recalling painted decoration of the 
XIIth century. 

Each wall of the porch has an arcade of 
two arches resting on columns, with 
elaborately-carved caps, as at Beaulieu, 
with a carved frieze above and two 
ranges of subjects beneath the arches. 
On the right the subjects are taken from 
the New Testament (Fig. 9). At the 
bottom are the Annunciation and the 
Visitation, the Angel in the former subject 
being a modern restoration. Above is 
the Adoration of the Magi. All these 
subjects are beneath flat trefoil arches, 
the lower range projecting in the centre 
with a slope from the angles above. 
The frieze has the Presentation in the 
Temple and the Flight into Egypt, idol 
figures falling from their pedestals, and 
one intruding into the moulding ; among

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the buildings is a spire resembling ¢ 
the Cathedral, Le Puy, and the feet 
bell-towers. On the left the frieze ha: 
the Parable of the Rich Man and Lazarus 
Abraham being seated to the left wit} 
the soul of Lazarus in his bosom, accom- 
panied by another old man with nimhys 
seated and holding a scroll. Below are 
the subjects of Luxury and Avarice 
treated symbolically, in much the sane 
way as at Beaulieu, but more fully, the 
death of the Rich Man being shown and 
the torments of hell. The spandrils are 
filled with carved heads and monsters, 
and there is an elaborate interlacing 
pattern of unusual design on the jamb. — 
The narthex and tower over it show 
two ingenious experiments in vaulting, 
and the character of the caps from which 
the unmoulded ribs spring shows con- 
siderable likeness to the central pier, 
both here and at Souillac. In the 
narthex the diagonal arches do not meet 
in a common keystone, but one arch is 
complete, and the other butts up against 
it on each side. In the upper story there 
is a central oculus, and twelve ribs, all 
unmoulded, converge to it. The arrange- 
ment of these arches shows that the 
windows between them were intended 
to open into a church which had a vault, 
but on the wall in the interior of the 
church the arch for the cupola cuts 
these windows, showing that it was 
erected after the tower. The walls of 
the nave, with the Romanesque windows, 
now filled up, and the springing of the 
pendentives of these cupolas belong to 
a previous building, perhaps that the 
consecration of which is recorded in 1180. 
The nave now has four bays of cross 
vaults, and ends in a choir of three bays 
and an apse of seven sides, constructed by 
Abbot Aymeric de Roquemaurel, and 
completed by Pierre de Carman, whose 
arms appear on the bosses. It was con- 
secrated in 1435. The nave is bordered 
by a series of chapels of deep pointed 
arches supporting a gallery; the choir 
also has chapels, the whole being flam- 
boyant in character. In the church } 
a fine VIIth-century sarcophagus, the 
carving of which seems to have suggested 
a portion of the patterns on the lintel, an 
inscription recording the dedication of 
the XIth-century church, and several 
pieces of carving of the XVth century. 
The church at Souillac is generally 
grouped with that of Solignac, to which 
it bears considerable resemblance. The 
sculptors who made the great door must 
have known that of Moissac, if indeed 
some of them had not actually worked 
there. Thea ement of the porch at 
Beaulieu is almost identical with that of 
Moissac, and the spacing of the ty™ 
panum is much the same. The arrang® 
ment of the eastern portion of this chureh 
shows considerable resemblance to that of 
Souillac, and the curious scalloping of the

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commission Lt 18 satisfactory that at 
on Ancient last, after many years of 
Monumen'’- expostulation and warning 
by those.of the minority who duly value 
the records of our past history, a Royal 
Commission has been appointed to make 
an Inventory of the ancient historical 
monuments connected with or illustrative 
of the life of the people of England from 
the earliest period down te 1700. The 
(ommission 1s well chosen, and includes 
men who really understand the subject ; 
and we presume that this Inventory will 
be the prelude to some legal system for 
safeguarding such monuments from neg- 
lect or destruction at the hands of their 
legal owners, No time ought to be lost 
over it; we may any day hear of the 
destruction of some ancient relic which, 
once gone, is gone for ever, taking with it 
some possible link in the history of the 
country. The objects which may thus 
be lost are just those the value of which 
cannot be appreciated by uneducated 
people, or even by those who, though of 
good general education, have given no 
attention to the more outlying regions 
of archwological study ; and ignorance 
may in such cases be as mischievous in 
its results as wanton destruction. It is 
high time that such historic relics 
should be under the safeguard of official 
protection.

the trade unions, which should be 
available to alleviate distress are being 
dissipated in strike pay. The Govern- 
ment have Reo some statement 
relating to unemployment next week, and 
t appears that the Labour Party are 
anxious to press for a further extension 
of rate-aided employment. Such foreed 
employment is not productive, and can 
only be carried on at a loss, and the 
Labour Members further, as trade 
unionists, object to work being placed on 
4 charitable basis, but insist on the 
trade union scales of pay. It seems, 
however, that the prosperity of no 
country can be maintained when its 
productive enterprises are brought to an 
absolute standstill by trade disputes and 
its population is maintained out of the 
tates on unremunerative works at non-

y Mr. McKenna with reference to the 
use of British granite by the Admiralty 
is no exception to the rule. From it we 
learn little more than the fact that 
during the last six months the Admiralty 
have directly purchased British granite 
to the extent of only 250/., and that the 
stone for Portsmouth Lock will be pro- 
cured from British quarries, the amount 
involved being about 55,0007. So far 
that is satisfactory, but it would be still 
more so if Mr. McKenna had been able to 
say that in future all Admiralty specifica- 
tions would contain the stipulation that 
none but British granite should be used 
in work executed for the Department. 
From the terms of the answer as reported, 
we are left to infer that contractors are 
allowed perfect freedom to use foreign 
granite, and that the Admiralty take no 
precautions for the benefit of an import 
ant home industry. We fear this infer- 
ence must be correct, because if the 
contrary were the case Mr. McKenna 
would probably have seized the oppor- 
tunity offered for saying so. The subject 
is one which might advantageously be 
pressed upon the consideration of all the 
Government Departments engaged in 
constructive work.

British Granite, 


Workmen's LHE Home Office Report on 
Compensation the Workmen’s Compensa- 

"tion Acts shows that there 
has been a considerable increase in the 
number of cases dealt with by the courts 
under these Acts. In 1906, 1,718 cases 
were dealt with by County Court Judges 
and arbitrators, and 814 cases were 
settled or withdrawn, 2,532 cases in all; 
whilst in 1907, 2,257 cases were adjudi- 
cated upon, and 1,073 otherwise disposed 
of, making a total of 3,330; but as the new 
Act only came into force on July | last, it 
remains to be seen whether it will diminish 
or increase litigation. There were 70 
appeals to the Court of Appeal. There 
were 539 cases in which compensation 
was awarded on account of death, the 
amount of compensation totalling 
95,992/., and the figures under this head 
appear fairly stationary, as in 1906 they 
were, 553 deaths, 105,454/. compensation ; 
and in 1905, 538 fatal cases, 101,983. 
compensation; but no idea is given by 
these figures of the enormous sums paid 
in compensation, as statistics are not 
obtainable of the amounts paid by agree- 
ment or in respect of personal injuries, 
and the above figures relate only to 
England and Wales. No fewer than 9,349 
cases appear to have been settled out of 
court, representing 189,919/. paid as 
compensation in lump sums alone. Of 
the cases taken into court the building 
trade contributed 302 cases under the 
old Act, and 96 under the Act of 1906.

factory and workshop equipment in 
proper order, including the replacement 
of obsolete machines, and questions

uilders and contractors, who naturally 
have a good deal of machinery and plant 
to look after in the present day. The 
contention is sometimes heard that if 
machinery be properly maintained there 
is no depreciation. It is true that 
by constantly renewing parts a machine 
could be kept “ alive” for ever, but even 
so some parts would always be in a state 
of deterioration, and the whole apparatus 
after a time would depreciate by growing 
obsolete. Mr. Darbishire deals with the 
question of depreciation in a common- 
sense manner, giving a diagram and some 
tables which we believe might be con- 
sulted with advantage by many of our 
readers. His remarks on the danger of 
under-provision for depreciatio: and the 
over-valuation of machinery are par- 


ticularly to be commended t> industrial 
firms.

assured by three geologists 
that between the bottom of the Gaston 
Valley and the crown of the proposed 
tunnel there was at least 300 ft. of solid 
rock. Unfortunately, this opinion was 
fallacious, as proved by the accident 
which occurred in July last, when the 
roof of the tunnel fell in and loose 
material streamed through the opening 
for a distance of more than 4,000 ft. 
Examination in the valley above showed 
the bed of the Kander River to be pierced 
by a hole some 200 ft. in diameter, 
while both banks of the river had caved 
in, forming a funnel-shaped opening 
about 500 ft. across. At the present 
time a commission of experts are investi- 
gating the facts of the mishap and the 
geological formation of the ground, and 
until their report is forthcoming no 
decision can be made as to the future of 
the undertaking. The accident serves 
as an impressive warning to all who 
undertake important structural works. 
Geological and other theoretical opinions 
are undoubtedly useful in their way, 
but must not be accepted as statements of 
fact. In this sisticnded case it was known 
that loose material existed above the 
assigned position of the tunnel roof, 
and that any water penetrating from the 
Kander River would be under the head 
of about 5&0 ft. less frictional losses. 
Hence the position was one clearly 
making trial borings more desirable than 
implicit faith in the inductive reasoning 
of geologists. 





Tue Parliamentary Debate 
last Monday on the London 
Electric Supply Bill proves 
that every one agrees that there must be 
a clause in the Bill empowering some 
central authority to acquire control of the 
undertaking after a given number of 
years. The company are willing to 
proceed with the Bill under these con- 
ditions, and it is to be hoped that no 
untoward circumstances will prevent the 
Bill becoming law. In our opinion the 
London County Council has the greatest 
claim to be the central authority, and 
the picture of money accruing to it which 
had been made by supplying residents

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outside its area did not strike us as being 
an intolerable hardship to the smaller 
municipalities concerned, as the popu- 
lation of the County of London is nearly 
three times as great as that of the 
remainder of the area of supply. We 
should like to see London get the benefit 
of a cheap supply of electricity, even 
although this may inflict momentary 
hardship on several of the smaller munti- 
cipal authorities having antiquated 
electricity supply stations. All the 
Parliamentary Committees who have dis- 
cussed the various power schemes pro- 
posed during the last four years have been 
unanimously of opinion that a supply in 
bulk would be a great boon to London. 
We pointed out a few weeks ago how 
successful this kind of supply had been 
in the North of England, and especially at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. The Parliamentary 
debate this week, however, shows that 
there is a real danger of politicians 
laying undue stress on certain aspects of 
the Bill, and thus stirring up prejudice 
against it. When the County Council 
promoted a Bill to enable them to give 
the supply themselves we were in favour 
of it. Seeing that there is no immediate 
prospect of this proposal being renewed, 
and the case being urgent, we are strongly 
in favour of the London and District 
Electricity Supply Bill. 


Restoration .HE entrance to the 
rr! She Alhambra, the “ Puerta de 
* Ja Justicia,” has settled to 
such an extent that its restoration has 
been put in hand. Further repairs are 
being executed on the “Torre de las 
Damas,’ where a few months ago most 
interesting Moorish frescoes were dis- 
covered on the walls. Since the ceiling 
paintings in the “Sala de la Justicia” 
were executed by Christian artists of the 
Italian School, these recently discovered 
frescoes are the only examples we have 
of figure painting by Moorish artists. 
They date from the XIVth century, and 
are the work of artists who were more 
familiar with works of decorative nature 
than with the representation of men and 
aiuimals. They may be ascribed to the 
same masters who adorned several halls 
in the Alhambra with decorative paint- 
ings. At least two artists were engaged 
on the work, which represents a lion 
hunt, a remarkable stag hunt, archery, 
a procession of horsemen and camels, 
etc. The details of the ornament are 
finely executed, but unfortunately the 
paintings are in bad condition. 


nis tains THESE new premises, now 
oe, nearing completion, have 

~ been erected from the 
designs of Messrs. Runtz & Ford. by 
Messrs. Chessum & Sons. The eleva- 
tion is of a very simple character, the 
centre portion of red brick relying for 
effect on the XVIIIth-century window 
construction, flanked by tower-like strips 
of stone facing, which give a satisfactory 
sense of abutment to the whole facade. 
At the fourth floor level stone flanks are 
pierced by Oeils de Boeuf, which are in 
rather unpleasant antagonism with the 
stolid openings employed elsewhere. ‘ The 
narrow grouped windows of this floor 
form a not unpleasing departure from 
XVIlIth-century precedent, but the 
effect of a band of stone-facing reared 
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aloft at this altitude is questionable. 
We suppose that the ground floor will 
be ve a over in due course to the 
vagaries of the shop-fitter ; as at present 


the naked steel girders show how far finer | 


a truthful metallic treatment would be 
in cases of this nature. In spite of the 
inconsistencies which we have pointed 
out above, the building shows sound 
qualities of design which are not too 
common in the “ business” architecture 
of the present day.

After the Dissolution some 
materials of the original parish church 
were used for repair of the priory church as 
the parishioners’ place of worship, 4 
fire in 1541 destroyed the priory Pid 
ings, almshouses, and cloister gallery— 
though most of the priory church escaped 
that, and the later disaster of 1666— 
which Sir John Williams, first Lord 
Thame, keeper of the royal jewels, had 
bought from the King. The spital site 
was sold for 2.4502. in 1627 for (old) Sion 
College and almshouses, of which the last 
portion, being the library, by Wren, was 
ulled down in October, 1884: see ay 
illustration in the Builder, October 2%, 
1883. Meanwhile an Act of 28 Henry 
VIII. (1536) vested the parish church in 
the parson, churchwardens, and _parish- 
ioners “ in free alms for ever,” and in or 
before 1597 the north aisle of the later 
church was pulled down. In the church 
is the monument, with numerous figures, 
of Sir Rowland Hayward, his two wives, 
and their sixteen children. Hayward, 
who served as Lord Mayor in 1570 and 
1590, was a great benefactor to the 
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-hurch and parish, and bequeathed much 
onoperty ia Touden-wal on behalf of 


the sick and the poor. 





Burton-crescent Wir the concurrence of the 
(Cart London County Council, the 
gustonrosd. new name of “ Cartwright- 

gardens” is to be given to Burton- 

crescent, St. Pancras. Major John Cart- 
wright, the political reformer, who died 
in 1824, and was buried in Finchley 
churchyard, is commemorated by & 
statue, sculptured by Clarke, of Birming- 
ham, within the ereseent garden. The 
crescent was named after James Burton, 
who leased the ground, with that of 
several adjacent streets, from the 

Skinners’ Company in 1807 for a term of 

ninety-nine years, at. a ground rent of 

2,500. perannum. The land appertained 

to the Sandhills Estate, about 27 acres in 

extent, and formed part of the property 
in London with which Sir Andrew Judd 
endowed his Free Grammar School at 

Tonbridge in 1558, Judd had bought the 

property in St. Pancras for 3462, 6s. 8d., 

from Thomas Thorogood and John Gates. 

An Act of 1572 vested the land in the 

Company on behalf of the school.

Unper this title Mr. H. C. 
ant Cathedrals, Brewer exhibits, at the 
Society of Fine Arts, a 
fine collection of water-colour drawings 
of architectural subjects. Some of the 
interiors give a remarkable impression 
of light and colour; we may name 
especially “Interior of the Choir, 
Burgos” (58), with its strange rococo 
detail seen under a flood of ht ; and 
“The Apse, Barcelona Cathedral” (6). 
“An Aisle in Seville Cathedral” (14) 
is also a very fine interior seen in a more 
sober light. In the exterior views of 
“Salamanca University” (7) and “ The 
Giralda, Seville” (12), not only is the 
drawing of the architecture excellent, 
but the warm colour of stone in a very 
strong sunlight is given with great 
effect. Some of the subjects have a 
curiosity of architectural interest apart 
from the drawing. The-artist shows us, 
for instance, “ Avila ” (21) as “ the most 
complete example of a medisval walled 
town in existence”; a parallelogram

Coal-Gas Fittings.—Exhibite of appliances 
for lighting and heating with coal-gas are 
not very numerous, and many well-known 
manufacturers of gas-consuming appliances 
are not represented. Messrs, Tilley 
Brothers show an attractive form of gas fire 
consisting of a metal basket filled with ball 
fuel and fitted into a tiled recess. The in- 
candescent fuel is visible on all sides, whereas 
in the common form of gas fire the incan- 
descent fuel is visible only to those in front 
of the fire. Another form of gas fire fitted 
into an ordinary cval fire-grate is also shown. 
It is stated pe @ six-burner fire of this 
type consumes only 22 cubic ft. of r 
hour when supplied with gas ales 
re. Messrs. A, E. Podmore & Co. and 
S. P. Catterson & Son each have a 
ay display of incandescent gas lamps. 
. Thomas Potterton shows a combined 
coal and gas range in which the fuel can 
be changed from coal to gas or from gas 
to coal wy readily. The London Anti- 
Vibration Incandescent Fitting Company 
show a special form of mantle rod which is 
said to be an improvement upon the form of 
rod commonly used. Messrs. Strode & Co. 
exhibit some gas fittings of good design 
and workmanship. A form of gas-cooker 
is exhibited by Mr. A. E. Harris as the 
Harris Patent Grill This oven when in 
action has rows of small flames, tier above 
tier, ane the bottom to the top. 
The article to be cooked is suspended between 
the bars of a double holder. In this way 
food is cooked much more or than in 
cookers of ordinary design. Messrs. S. 
Clark & Co. exhibit some “Syphon” gas 
stoves and a new patent grilling stove. 
Petrolised Air.—A considerable number of 
firms exhibit apparatus for making “ air- 
gas” by mixing air with a small proportion 
of petrol vapour. In most cases the mixture 
consists of about 98} per cent. of air and 
1} per cent. of petrol vapour. This mixture 
burns with a non-luminous flame when 
ignited as it issues from a suitable burner. 
The mixture has a calorific value much lower 
than that of coal-gas ; but if consumed at a 
sufficiently rapid rate it may be used for 
cooking, Sie. or incandescent lighting, 
for it burns with a short flame of great heat 
intensity. Appliances which enable petrol- 
ised air to be used for any of the purposes 
mentioned may be seen in action at the 
exhibition. They closely resemble those 
used with coal-gas, but the burners have to 
be differently constructed. The mixture 
is especially suitable for use in places in 
which coal-gas cannot be obtained. The

The general electric lighting of the Ex- 
hibition has been well designed. In par- 
ticular the lighting of the stalls in the Home 
Industries section is worthy of — 
mention. The “ tubolite” a, of the 
Linolite Company, of Queen. Victoria-street, 
seem to be peculiarly well fitted for stall 

Some novel types of metallic filament 
lamps are shown by several makers. We 
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were particularly interested ip the exhibit 
of the Bryant Trading Syndicate, Ltd., 
of Broad-street-avenue, E.C. They show 
a lamp the candle-power of which can be 
readily varied by tilting the shade. This is 
effected m4 the transference of a small 
quantity of mercury from one end of a glass 
tube to the other. The glass tube in which 
the mercury is sealed is inserted in the 
lamp cap. The lamp is made for all pressures 
and of any desired candle-power. The usual 
method is to reduce from 16-candle- 
power down to 2-candle-power. It should 
prove of great use in the sick-room and 
also in vestibules, halls, and shops. This 
company make the British “ Metalife” 
incandescent lamp, for which they claim 
that it burns with the same _brilliancy 
during all its life. 

TheCalux Electric Company, Ltd., of Great 
Winchester-street, E.C., show the “ Solium ” 
metallic filament lamp. They make these 
lamps for all pressures, and they are suitable 
for both alternating and direct current. 
They issue a leaflet showing the considerable 
economy effected by replacing carbon fila- 
ment lamps by solium lamps. The latter 
are appreciably the dearer, but, as mentioned 
in the leaflet, the saving effected in the 
current consumed during the first hundred 
hours only, more than covers the difference 
in the initial cost. 

The applications of electricity to domestic 
purposes are not well represented in the 
Exhibition. A good system of electric bells 
and telephones should find a place in an 
ideal home. The multifarious uses to which 
small electric motors can be put are not well 
represented. With the exception of the 
Dowsing Radiant Heat Company, of 24, 
Budge-row, E.C., and Messrs. Rashleigh 
Phipps & Co., of Oxford-street, none of 
the exhibits are of special interest. The 
Dowsing Company show a cottage nursing 
home (stalls 185 and 186) fully equipped with 
vibratory massage and other electric 
appliances which are now extensively used 
in general medical practice. 

In America electric fans producing a 
powerful blast of heated air are often used 
for drying purposes at home. Small electric 
motors also can be fitted to vacuum cleaners 
for domestic purposes. We were dis- 
appointed not tosee these among the exhibits, 
but we noticed several good types of electric 
heating-irons. 

The Regent Electric Company, of 52, 
Regent-street, W., show a well-designed 
semi-reclining electric light bath and a 
variety of “ Holmquist” electric heating- 

, which are the modern equivalent of 
hot-water bottles. They also show types of 
electric heating and cooking apparatus. 

Messrs. Brooks, White, & Pulling, of 
10, Maclise-road, W., show electric radiators 
and cooking apparatus. We would call 
special attention to the “ Bro-ite”’ strip 
which they exhibit. Strip of this type will 
be found means Aon gm for fitting 
up illuminations in ballrooms or at gaiden- 
parties. It can also be effectively used on 
notice-boards outside theatres. 

Messrs. Rashleigh Phipps & Co. have a 
varied and interesting exhibit. The model 
country house electric plant and the working 
model of an electric passenger-lift will be 
instructive to many. The electric aids to 
comfort such as hair-dryers, fans, cigar- 
lighters, bed-warmers, etc., illustrate some 
of the minor applications of electricity. 

The method of operating the electric 
clocks in the Exhibition is worth —— 
They are all actuated from a single self- 
wound electrical pendulum on the system 
which has been perfected by the - 
chronome Company, of Clerkenwell-

There are 
four fitted bathrooms containing fittings of 
different kinds and qualities. One of the 
baths has a glass canopy in nickel-plated 
framework, and is fitted with a shower and 
hand-spray, the hot pipes being arranged to 
form igen ho 03 the bath is a safe 
finished with white porcelain-enamelled sheet- 
iron. Some of the baths are specially deep. 
Cast-iron and fire-clay baths are shown, and 
also a light stamped-steel bath, porcelain- 
enamelled outside and inside. Among the 
water-closets is the ‘ Perfect wash-down, 
in heavy vitrified porcelain with a wide 
inwerd-sloping rim and a large water-area ; 
this is fitted with an iron cistern and flush- 
pipe, both of which are porcelain-enamelled. 
A similar basin is also fitted with a cistern 
at the back of the seat. Two whiteware 
oval lavatories are shown, one having a white 
pedestal and the other a nickel-plated stand 
with hollow towel-rail through which the 
hot water circulates. Other lavatories are 
provided with marble and onyx slabs and 
skirtings. Teak and glazed fire-clay sinks are 
shown, and also a combined sink and drainer, 
5 ft. 6 in. by 1 ft. 9 in., in one piece of porce- 
lain-enamelled cast-iron. An apparatus for 
domestic hot-water supply, fitted in the 
kitchen, has an independent gas-heated 
boiler governed by a thermostat. Cast-iron 
drain and soil-pipe fittings with special in- 
spection covers and caps are also exhibited, 
and a number of nickel-plated toilet 
fittings, etc. 

The Webb Lamp Company, at No. 162, 
show their “ Anti-splash ” fittings for 
taps, one variety containing a small filter. 
At No. 165 Messrs. Grundy’s Sanitary 
Appliances and Engineering Company exhibit 
a very good closed cistern for storing water in 
houses ; it is known as “ The Only,” and may 
be described as an enlargement of the main. 
The “Only” silent, self-acting, flushing 
cistern for water-closets is also shown; 
when the closet is not in use the cistern is 
empty, but pressure on the seat opens a 
valve and allows the cistern to fill. Anti- 
flooding valves for preventing back-flow in 
drains are also shown, together with other 
fittings. 

Messrs. Doulton & Co.’s exhibit at No. 
179 is well worth a visit. The sanitary 
section consists of three fitted bathrooms. 
In one of these the porcelain-enamelled 
cast-iron bath has a shelf-like extension at 
the foot through which the valves pass. 
Different kinds of lavatories and water- 
closets are shown, the most novel perhaps 
being the white Queensware wash-down 
water-closet, fitted with a nickel-plated 
pneumatic waste-preventing valve instead of 
a cistern; the valve is operated by a lever 
handle and has been approved by the 
Metropolitan Water Board. The regulations 
of nearly all water companies insist on 
water-closets being supplied from cisterns 
other than those used for the storage of 
drinking water; by using the waste-pre- 
venting valves a number of closets can be 
flushed from one cistern, and this can be 
placed in such a position. that the noise of 
the inflowing water is not heard. A water- 
closet seat of mahogany covered on the 
lower side with vuleanite is another useful 
novelty, and attention may also be drawn 
to the porcelain-enamelled wrought-iron 
flush-pipe. 

The Ajax Sanitary Company, at No. 191, 
have @ large and interesting exhibit of baths, 
lavatories, and sinks, all of which are fitted 
with their patent “ shutters ” instead of the 
usual plugs or standing wastes. The grated 
waste-outlets are in recesses, and the shutters, 
which are made o1 vuleanite, brass, nickel- 
plated metal, or porcelain-enamelled iron, 
are placed in front of the recesses. In some 
cases the shutters slide in metal grooves, 
The invention is a good one, A lavatory 
basin with a half-trap formed in one piece 
with the basin is also a useful modification. 

Mention may also be made of the 





“ Mildred” combination bath and lavatory - 
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exhibited by the Standard Range and 
Foundry Company (Watford) at No. 216; 
the basin is pl over one end of the bath 
and a gas geyser is used for heating the 
water. The “ Beb” Bath Company (Pendle- 
ton), at No, 266, show different kinds of their 
pressed-steel baths for use in bedrooms ; 
they are designed with wide rims to prevent 
splashing, and are as OE on folding wood 
or metal stands. At No. 278 Messrs. 
Alexander Ritchie & Co. exhibit two porce- 
lain-enamelled iron baths and two lavatories, 
one with a good open-top overflow, and the 
other supported on neat bronze legs. A 
patent automatic disinfectant injector for 
connecting to the flush-pipe of a water- 
closet is shown in operation at No. 301 by 
Messrs. Adams & Co., of Tunbridge Wells, 
and at No. 200 Messrs, Ward, Skelding, & Co. 
(Birmingham) exhibit different kinds of 
appliances for cleaning waste-pipes and 
drains. 

Mr. Thomas Potterton, at No. 201, shows 
the ‘“ Duchess,” ‘“‘ Rex,” and “ Queen” 
kitcheners fitted with his well-known zig-zag 
boilers. The ‘ Queen’’ range has also a 
gas-heated boiler controlled by a thermostat 
to prevent waste of gas. Other kitcheners— 
the “Wigmore” and ‘ Welbeck ’—are 
shown at No. 193 by Messrs. Benham & Sons, 
together with an independent boiler and 
cylinder for domestic hot-water supply. 
Messrs. Ellkay & Co., at Nos, 151 and 152, 
exhibit their “ Lanco ” range with a copper 
and bath in the room behind it. This is an 
ingenious combination specially designed for 
cottages. The well-known “ Ellkay ” fold- 
ing baths and different kinds of boilers are 
also shown. 

Messrs. Lassen & Hjort, at No. 184, show 
in action an automatic water-softener calcu- 
lated to soften 200 gallons per hour. A 
small intermittent softener for domestic use 
is also shown ; in this a definite quantity of 
the chemical softening agent is mixed by 
hand with the water contained in an upper 
chamber of the vessel. Another automatic 
water-softening apparatus with a capacity 
of 100 gallons per hour is exhibited by Mr. 
William Boby at No. 352.

INTERNATIONAL ROAD CONGRESS. 

From Our SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 

ArTer a day of pleasure-making, with 
visits to Versailles and a gala performance 
at the Comédie Francaise, the sitting of the 
International Road Congress was resumed 
in the Congress Hall at the Jeu du Paume. 
The British section met at eight o'clock in 
the morning under the presidency of Mr. 
E. Purnell Hooley (Nottingham), President 
of the Association of Municipal and County 
Engineers, 

Road Surfaces and Tarring. 

Mr. H. T. Wakelam, M.Inst.C.E., County 
Surveyor of Middlesex, contributed a paper 
on road surfaces and tarring. The question, 
he said, was of much importance to public 
authorities and engineers who were labour- 
ing under the burden of having to provide 
an altogether new class of surface to satis- 
factorily meet the requirements of the 
mechanically-propelled vehicles now using 
the roads—vehicles which had brought in 
their train a dust nuisance damaging alike to 
the health and comfort of the road-users and 
to those persons unfortunately suffering 
from pulmonary and other complaints whose 
ill-fortune it was to be resident alongside 
main and district thoroughfares, 

For the past four years he had been experi- 
menting with numerous palliatives, pre- 
ventives, and bituminous mixtures to 
secure the best and most economical solution 
of the dust problem under the existing taxa- 
tion and monetary difficulties in the United 
Kingdom. 

The last ten years had seen marvellous 
developments and changes in motors and 
tractors, and there was no doubt that, with 
the further increase in mechanical traction 
which might reasonably be expected, a still 
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greater request would be made for better 
carriageways. How to meet this extra. 
traffic ge . 2 eat ad only for

To obtain reliable information as to the 
lasting qualities of macadam he expended 
about 2,500/. in the summer of 1907 jn 
laying experimental surface lengths, both 
tarred and untarred, along sections of 4 
main road leading out of London. 

The sections of road marked out for the 
experiment were selected to obtain results 
under (1) the same traffic conditions, 
(2) the same atmospheric and wind con. 
ditions, and (3) the same labour conditions, 
The cost of the experiments worked out at 
about 4s. per square yard, which would in. 
volve an ex iture of about 57,506,560/, 
if the whole surface area of the rural main 
roads in England and Wales alone were 
covered with the same materials. 

Six different treatments were adopted, and 
all the six sections were up to the present 
time standing fairly well. From weekly 
observations of the general wear and tear 
it was probable that the ultimate order of 
merit would be as follows :—First, tarred 
granite and limestone chipping matrix; 
second, tarmac ; third, granite and 
limestone mixed ; fourth, untarred granite ; 
fifth, tarred limestone ; sixth, tarred flints and 
limestone chippings matrix. There was

Motor Traffic and Foundations of Roads. 


Mr. R. J. Thomas, County Surveyor of 
Buckinghamshire, in a paper upon the effect 
of heavy motor traffic upon foundations of 
roads, said it was in England and perhaps 
elsewhere entirely a question of funds, the 
growth of self-propelled traffic having been 
so phenomenally rapid that road authorities 
bad been compelled to devote their locally- 
raised funds as far as possible to - tem- 

rary repairs urgently necessary, and evel 
fe re Bi this saad Eacodenne their expenditure 
some 20 per cent. during the past seven or 
eight years, only to find that the general 
condition of their roads was now far les 
satisfactory than it was prior to their great 
development, for all the time but little real 
reconstruction work had been possible. 
Under these conditions it was difficult to 
see what the authorities could do with the 
limited funds at their disposal beyond in- 
creasing the local rates further, and gradsally 
increasing the depth of material upon suc 
roads as were used by traction engines and 
heavy motors, It was a matter of vital 
importance, requiring the provision of sub 
stantial funds which only the nationa! purse 
was deep enough to provide. 

Cost of Roads. 

Mr. G. Montagu Harris, Secretary to the 
County Councils iation, ina report on the 
cost of roads, said that in the year 1905-6 the 
County Councils of and Wales spent 
2,529,137. on the maintenance, repair, © 
improvement of 27,556 miles of main roads, 0 
which 4,100 miles were in urban and 2%, 
miles in rural districts. It was calculated 
that the average cost per mile of the roads 
repaired by the County Councils themselves 
(mostly rural) was 730. while the average 
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had increased by 30-9 per cent. in the case 
of the rural main roads, and by 9-4 per cent. 
in the case of the urban main roads. There 
was no doubt that the greater part of this 
increase in cost was due to traction engine 
end heavy motor traffic, but as regarded the 
affect of light motor traffic in increasing the 
cost of roads, there was some difference of 
opinion. Many experts had expressed the 
view that the tyres of — motor-cars picked 
up the binding and so disin ted the road, 
while others considered that the damage done 
by light motor-cars was infinitesimal in the 
case of a’ properly-constructed road. 


New Means of Conveyance on Highways. 

Messrs. R. Drummond and Allan Steven- 
son, President and Secretary of the Road 
Surveyor’s Association of Scotland, presented 
a report on the effects of the new means of 
conveyanee on the highways. They stated 
that the damage caused by motor traffic 
was principally on the main roads, and might 
be said to be the result of high horse-power 
cars driven at excessive speed, also the slower 
vehicle, such as the heavy motor-waggon or 
the traction engine. With these vehicles 
the tractive effort was derived from the 
wheel, which on a macadamised road had the 
effect of loosening or displacing the surface, 
consequently a new factor was set up in road 
maintenance. The amount of damage due 
to weight was a very serious one. The 
greater mileage of the rural roads in Scotland 
were from their construction quite unfit to 
carry the weights that were legally allowed, 
and the cost of making them suitable would 
be enormous. Of the many devices intro- 
duced, the most effective to prevent slipping 
was the steel studded band, while, on the 
other hand, it was the most destructive to 
road surfaces. There was no surface of a 
macadamised nature capable of withstanding 
the destructive effect of a heavy, high horse- 
powered car fitted with steel-studded bands, 
when driven at a rapid speed. Since the 
advent of mabey Daa vehicles on 
the highways, the latter had assumed an 
importance quite beyond ag ever 
dreamt of, amd also quite beyond their 
carrying capacity. Shortly this traffic had 
compelled publie authorities to strengthen 
their roads, widen them where found neces- 
sary for the public safety, and also to con- 
struct. footpaths to ensure the safety of 
pedestrians using the highways. Large quan- 
tities of goods which formerly were carried 
by rail, were now carried over the highways, 
and this traffic was largely increasing. 

Mr. W. J. Taylor, County Surveyor of 
Hampshire, speaking on the effect of motor 
traffic on the wear and tear of roads, said it 
was remarkable that the modern automobile, 
%) well-devised and otherwise scientific, 
should fail so signally in this respect—that 
the welfare of the road had been entirely 
subordinated to speed, ap ce, and 
carrying capacity. The teaching of Morin 
and others who had long since demonstrated 
the saving gained by the employment of 
large whecls in reducing resistance to traction, 
had been ignored, with the result that a very 
Serious financial logs was inflicted on the 
‘ommunity and the improvement of the 
toads was greatly retarded. 


The British Road System, 

: Mr. W : Ballin Hinde, Vice-President of the 
Motor Union, presented a report on the 
development of the British road system, with 
& plea for a centralised d ent. The 
advent of the automobile, he said, had led to a 
‘evival of the reign of the road and the dolorous 
speeches of railway directors, as well as the 
pessimistic utterances of the chairmen of 
nance committees of County Councils, 
afforded convineing proofs of the growth of 
Niotor traffic. Both on grounds of equity to 
the ratepayers as well as of necuriaiy the Test 
results, the whole subject of roads should be 
regarded as @ national one. Latterly the 
— Parliament had shown some interest 

vn planning as ee aphazard 
Way in which i shit hat tole deve- 
"ped. ‘The question of road planning would 
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have to be considered by a central Govern- 
ment Department, the functions of which 
might include the maintenance of all main 
roads and the securing of a desired uniformity 
in surface and construction. The general 
financial aspect of the matter was of essen- 
tial importance, and did not present an 
insuperable difficulty. At present motorists 
were attacked from two sides—the Inland 
Revenue authorities for purposes of Imperial 
taxation, and the registration and li i 
authorities for county rates. In addition the 
magisterial benches so frequently muleted 
motorists in fines that they entered largely 
into any monetary consideration. If all three 
avenues of payment were directed into the 
Treasury, or into one central fund, it would 
be easy for that properly organised depart- 
ment to exercise full control over their 
disposition. Personally he regarded the 
diversion of fines from the local to the 
National Exchequer as tending to thwart 
that prejudiced view which now inflicted 
fines out of all proportion to the alleged 
offence. 

Macadamised Roads for Modern Traffic. 

Mr. T. Aitken, County Surveyor of Cupar, 
Fife, presented a paper on “ Macadamised 
Roads Suitable for Modern Traffic.” There 
could be no question that when a road was 
properly treated with tar, or a like com- 
position, apart from the suppression of dust, 
the life of the road was increased and the 
cost of tarring amply repaid. Tarring roads 
was the cheapest system for dust prevention, 
providing the tar was distilled, of good 
quality, and properly applied. Treated 
roads combined many of the advantages of 
asphalt, were practically waterproof, afforded 
a good foothold for horses, were compara- 
tively noiseless, while the cost of scavenging 
was lessened. The cost of surface spraying 
varied within certain limits, dependi 
on the price of tar, quantity used, 
other circumstances, but might be taken 
as jd. to Id. per square yard of road 
treated. 

Dust Laying. 

Mr. H. F. Bull, County Surveyor of 
Cheshire, described the method adopted in 
that county for dust laying. The material 
used was calcium chloride, which was dis- 
solved in water in an ordinary water-cart. 
The first application was usually a 5 per 
cent. solution, afterwards 2} per cent. was 
required, but five solutions in all ought to 
be sufficient to last from April to September, 
and cost from 16. to 35/. per mile, according 
to width of road and state of weather. 


Congress Proposals. 

At a subsequent meeting, the Chairman 
(Mr. Hooley) said the first ma was to 
generalise as much as possible the system of 
resurfacing on a large scale. 

The proposition was unanimously accepted. 

The Chairman stated that the second 
proposal was to use the strongest and most 
homogeneous broken stone, the improve- 
ment of mechanical breaking so as to obtain 
a greater regularity of shape with angular 
faces, but to the exclusion of flat fragments 
or those which are long and narrow, spread- 
ing materials of as uniform size as possible, 
especially in the zone of greatest wear and 
tear of the roadway, the smallest size of 
stone being used on the side. He took this 
to mean that they were to use cubical stone 
of great st h in the centre of the road- 
way, but it did not matter what sort of stone 
they used at the sides of the road. His own 
experience was very much opposed to this 
proposal. He had always tried to construct 
a road with the flattest arch that it was 
possible to construct a road to bear the 
ttaffic it had to carry. If they accepted the 
theory that a road was to be t as an 
arch and they put the weakest material at 
the side of the road that road would collapse. 
His opinion was that they wanted the 
strongest material on the side of the road. 
He considered that they should inform the 

that the British experience was 
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size uf the material that formed any portion 
of the road, but that the whole of the 
material should be of the same size. 

Mr. Hooley’s suggestion was accepted 
practically unanimously, 

The Chairman seta that the next pro- 
posal was to give all necessary attention 
to the methodical use of properly selected 
binding material in quantities to suit the re- 
surfacing materials. 

This was unanimously agreed to. 

The Chairman remarked that the next 
proposal was to start comparative tests of 
compression with machines of various types 
and weights, with two rollers of the same 
width or with three rollers dividing between 
them the available width of the machine, 
and petroleum rollers, so as to determine 
those engines which will enable the best 
results to be obtained. 

This was accepted without discussion. 

The Chairman read the following proposal : 
To limit partial repairs to putting in 
order puddles and depressions which are 
Clearly defined, going about the work with 
all reasonable care to re-establish the smooth- 
ness of the roadway. 

This was agreed to. 

The Chairman said the next proposal 
was to re-surface the entire width of the 
road’ whenever it was possible to turn the 
traffic on to the sides of the road or to send 
it round by adjoining roads, sign-posts to 
be placed at the ends of the road to give 
warning that resurfacing was going on, 
and stating the road to take in order to avoid 
the road under repair. He admitted that 
it was best to avoid having any traffic at all 
on the road during resurfacing, but it was 
almost impossible to do that in England ; 
they could not close a road in the country 
for the purpose of repair. It was possible to 
recoat more and roll less than half the road, 
and then coat and roll the remainder of the 
road, thus giving the traffic full use of the 
road while it was under repair. 

Mr. Swindlehurst (Coventry) agreed with 
the President as to the coating of half the 
read at a time. Of course, it was better if 
they could keep the traffic off the road 
altogether, but where they could not do 
that the proper course was to divert the 
traffic on to half the road while the other 
half of the road was repaved. It was better 
t> repair the whole road at one time where 
possible, and that was all the proposal 
committed them to. 

The Chairman said he wanted it to be 
clear to the section that they had not the 
power to close a main road for the purpose 
of repair. 

Mr. Brodie (Liverpool) said he would like 
t> support the Chairman in this case. It 
was desirable where it could be done to close 
a road and repair its whole width. In towns 
they could occasionally close a road, and they 
all recognised that there was cn advantage 
in dealing with a road in that way. It 
would, however, be quite impossible in 
England to follow this as a general rule, 
and he thought the resolution might be sv 
worded as to meet their case. 

Mr. Scott (Lanarkshire) pointed out that 
they had in Scotland under the Roads and 
Bridges Act power to close a road for this 
purpose, It might create some difficulty if 
a resolution was passed to the effect that 
they had no such power. It was a power 
they exercised almost daily. 

Mr. Drummond (Renfrewshire) wished to 
correct Mr. Scott as to their power of closing 
a road. They had power to close a road if it 
was dangerous, but they had no power to 
close a road to resurface it. They carried 
out their practice of road repair in Scotland 
as Mr. Hooley had described it. 

The Chairman: We have a similar power 
in England. We can close a road if it is 
dangerous to the public. 

. A. C. Morton, M.P., said they had 
power in the whole of the Metropolis to

The Chairman remarked that the next 
proposal was to continue, with as wide a 
scope as possible, experiments which bear 
on the running surface of roads laid down 
with materials impregnated with tar, in 
accordance with various processes, or in- 
volving the use of any other bindi 
material. It would be necessary to check 
carefully the results obtained in the matters 
of cost, time required, formation of dust and 
mud, intensity and tonnage of traffic, in 
order to determine the type of roadway 
which best meets the demands of modern 
travel on the most frequented thorough- 
fares. As far as he could understand the 
proposal it was to continue the work they 
were already doing with roads of tarred 
surfaces. 


The proposal was agreed to, 


Paved Roadways. 


The Chairman then presented the sugges- 
tions as to paved roadways: To trans- 
form into an ordinary pavement with a 
foundation of sand on a firm subsoil, or of 
concrete on poor ground, those macadam 
roadways at least. which are so situated that 
the wear and tear or injury caused by heavy 
traffic requires making over the surface at 
short intervals of two or three years; to 
continue further the tests of pavements 
made of small cubes of 8 to 10 centimetres 
(=3 in. or 4 in.) as a running surface for 
roads, so as to determine their resistance on 
roads carrying a more or less heavy traffic. 
It meant that they were to make similar pro- 
vision in the case of paved roads. He did 
not think anyone could object to that. 

Mr. Crosby (U.S.A.) thought the pro- 
posal committed them to the general sub- 
stitution of block pavements for macadam, 
which only lasted two or three years. He 
could not assent to that. 

The Chairman: It means that where 
paved roadways are substituted for macadam 
a correct account should be kept of the cost. 

Mr. Brodie (Liverpool): Is that so ? 

A Delegate: Yes. 

The proposal was then accepted. 

The Chairman: The next proposal is 
the exclusive use of absolutely homo- 
geneous and regularly prepared materials, 
the pavements to be laid only with clean 
sand. This meant they were not to have 
any materials which would be injurious to 
the superstructure. 

This was ag-eed to. 

The constant maintenance of the regu- 
larity of the profile by filling up puddles and 
depressions at once by running sand under- 
neath the sunken blocks or by raising and 
resetting them. 

This was agreed to, 

The general overhauling of the pave- 
ment where a considerable area has lost its 
shape and which cannot be remedied effec- 
tively by resetting the blocks, a system which 
has the defect of introducing other irregu- 
larities of profile. 

This was accepted. 

The Chairman remarked that the next 
proposal was “ authority to lay water and 
gas mains under paved roadways in excep- 
tional conditions and where there is no other 
practical solution.” He was afraid that in 
England they had no other solution. The 
difficulty should be minimised by an arrange- 
ment between all the departments concerned 
as to the time and method of laying such 
mains,

Sick Children’s Hospital, Glasgow.

PICTURE EXHIBITIONS. 

We are glad to see that the Institute of 
Oil Painters, at the well-known gallery in 
Piceadilly, goes on improving. The galleries 
are too large, and both this and the Institute 
of Water-Colours, which holds its exhibitions 
in the same rooms, would gain by being 
more restricted in space and consequently 
compelled to be more select in their choice. 
Yet, while there are many works here that 


| one does not care very much for, there is very 
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Cottage by Messrs. Boulton § Paul, in the Garden at the “ Ideal Home” Exhibition, 
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little that is bad; it is astonishing wha» a 
number of pictures are now annually pro- 
duced which come up to at least a quite 
respectable artistic standard. 

The exhibition boasts this year of a4 
small but fine and important work by Sir 
L. Alma-Tadema, “ A Golden Hour ” (241), 
a quarter-length figure of a woman of the 
Renaissance, we should think, rather than ‘of 
antiquity. Among other figure-subjects Mr. 


Jacomb-Hood is very effective and dramatic | 


in “The Crystal-Gazer” (289).. Mr. 
Kennington’s “ Pleasures of Idleness ” (162), 
in reality a life-size. portrait group of girls, 
is good work but wants character; he has 
done more interesting thi Mr. Talbot 
Hughes’s ‘ A Moonlit Rese ” (304) is a good 
study in eclour; so is Mr. Mouat Loudan’s 
* Clarissa” (389), a fine head of a woman 
in an oval framing; and Mr, Henry. Stock 
suggests a good deal in his picture of a man 
listening to “ The Sonata ” (395) executed by 
a player whose left hand on the key-board 
is all that is seen of her. Mr. Caley Robin- 
son’s strange fancy “ Reminiscence’ (250) 
should not be passed over, and is interesting 
and clever enough, but unfortunately is 
too obscure in its meaning. 


The exhibition is strong in landscapes. 


All those by Mr. Montague Smyth have 
individuality of colour and style. Those by 
Mr. Frank Walton (the President), con- 
scientious as they are, one begins to find 
are rather hard in style. Far broader and 
yet equally careful is Mr. John White, whose 
small picture of a Dorsetshire coast scene, 
with which we happen to be familiar, shows 
excellent landscape composition combined 
with absolute topographical truth—a com- 
bination not very often met with ; his more 
important work “Shadow and Sun” (223) 
is still better. Mr. Van der Weyden—a 
name we do not remember before—has a real 
power in painting old towns and buildings ; 
“The Ramparts ” (297) is quite a remark- 
able picture. Mr. Wetherbee has a fine 
landscape called “The Young Theseus” 
(108), from a nude figure in the foreground 
simulating the attitude of the great Parthenon 
statue. Among other excellent landscapes are 
Mr. Aumonier’s melancholy scene, “‘ Bosham 
Water” (312); Mr. John White's “The 
Meeting (340), also a solemn effect of 
evening light in a coast scene; Mr. Hughes. 
Stanton’s “Hampstead Heath” (360)— 
quite a new kind of treatment of that familiar 
home scenery; Mr. J. 8S. Hill’s “ Cromer” 
(409); and Mr. Leslie Thomson’s fine com- 
position, “Near Conway.’ Mr. Haité’s 
* Richmond Bridge” (344) merits mention 
because it really does justice to the bridge, 
which fills in the middle distance—an im- 
portant point, considering how the Thames 
bridges have been maltreated by artists ; and 
Miss Bethia Edwards gives a good view of 
the interior of St. Paul's (227). 

At the Fine Art Society's Gallery there 
is a collection of etchings by Mr. Mortimer 
Menpes which should be seen. This is to 
our thinking the most satisfying of Mr. 
Menpes’s various exhibitions that we have 
seen; there is no eccentricity here, it is 
good and effective line etching of the right 
school, including both figure and landscape 
subjects ; or rather perhaps we should say city 
subjects, architectural scenery, for the most 
part admirably treated. Some sketches of 
buildings in Cashmere give one a new and 
not very happy idea of a country the name 
of which has so much poetic glamour, but 
which is illustrated in this exhibition by 
dilapidated and deserted houses, Mr, 
Brewer's collection of drawings of 
Spanish cathedrals, as a purely archi- 
tectural exhibition, is mentioned on another 
page. 

The exhibition of the Society of Twenty- 
five Painters at the Goupil Gallery does not 
interest us very much ; a good many of the 
twenty-five seem as if they had banded 
together to show how nature might be painted 
(after a fashion) with no indication of sunlight 
or air, There are some good things here and 
there, some by well-known names, others 
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with names leas. familiar to us; among the 
latter Mr, J. R. K. Duff is prominent and 


clever.

Tue International Commission on Rein- 
forced Concrete met at_Balé last. week under 
the Chairmanship of Professor Schiile, of the 
Ziirich Technical College.

The adjoining 
owner offered to let the person aggrieved 
enter on his land to do the work, but declined 
to carry out the work himself. The Justices 
held that the mill and premises came with 
the description of “land,” the Divisional 
Court held that the word “land” must be 
construed in its ordinary sense, and did not 
include land covered with buildings such as 
the mill in question, and that the statute 
did not apply but the Court of Appeal, 
although ing the decision of the Divi- 
sional Court, did so upon the ground that 
the words of the statute, “injury to any 
other land,” did not cover a tailing back of 
the water by silt, which did not damage the 
land but only the mill. The question 
whether the statute would only apply to 
agricultural land, or whether it applies to 
land covered with buildings, was particularly 
left open, but there is some indication that 
the Court of Appeal inclined to the wider

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ST. MARY’S HOSPITAL, 
CHICHESTER. 

Tus hospital is a foundation of great 
interest, and one that is said to have been 
founded by William, fifth Dean of Chighester 
(temp. Henry II), for the reception of nuns ; 
but its early history is very obscure. In 
1229 it was first recognised as the Hospital of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary, for the maintenance 
of a warden, chaplain, and thirteen poor 
persons, Its final constitution was settled 
under Elizabeth in 1562, when it was 
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limited to a warden and* five inmates, to 
which nufaber three have. been added in 
recent times, 

The great hall, which has a fine timber 
roof extending in one span over the entire 
building, is subdivided into a speciés of nave 
and aisles by wooden pillars supporting’ the 
roof.

The building is constructed throughout, 
as regards floors, in reinforced concrete ; 
they were tested during the erection, and 
remained perfectly rigid, weighted to 350 Ib. 
to the foot super. 

The entire facade, shown in the photo- 
graph, isin Waverley stone, with the exception 
of the columns and base, which are in 
Bowral Trachyte, the columns and base 
moulding ‘being polished and of a dull grey 
green, which makes a good contrast with the 
warm yellow of the superstructure. The 
joinery work and fittings are executed in 
New South Wales cedar, finished mahogany 
colour, and dull polished. The entrance 
vestibule and staircases are lined with New 
South Wales marbles, of various and beautiful 
tints, the floor also of entrance being in black 
and white marble, 

The building is carried on reinforced con- 
crete piers, which in most cases had to be 
carried down to a depth of about 48 ft. 
below the pavement level, and on to the solid 
rock; the roof is covered with Welsh green 
slates. 

The contract was carried out by Messrs. 
McLeod Bros., of Sydney, in a little over 
twelve months from the commencement of 
the works. The height to apex of gables is 
about 140 ft. from the pavement, the width 
of frontage being 134 ft. The whole of the 
drawings and all the principal full-size 
details were made in the Government 
Architect’s Branch, under the supervision 
of Major W. L. Vernon, F.R.LB.A., Govern- 
ment Architect, who, in conjunction with 
Messrs. Robertson & Marks, architects 
(acting for the University of Sydney, the 
owners of the building), was responsible for 
the supervision of contract.

Hertslet, H.M, Consul-Genera] at Antwerp, 
again calls attention to the misleading descrip- 
tions which certain Belgian cement dealers 
make use of in describing their goods, viz., by 
the appropriation of English phrases and by 
the use of labels printed in English lan- 
guage. These irregular practices are deemed 
by some manufacturers of artificial cement in 
Belgium to be detrimental to their own in 
terests in the home market, As proof of this 
Sir ©. Hertslet mentions that he was 
approached late in the year 1907 by the Belgian 
Association of Artificial Portland Cement 
Manufacturers with the view of obtaining his 
assistance in putting a stop to the practices 
of certain unscrupulous persons who dispose 
natural Belgian cement ag British Portland 
cement. Upon ascertaining the quantity of 
British-made cement exported to Belgium, and 
upon finding that the amount of cement dis- 
posed of in that country as British Portland 
cement considerably exceeded the amounts of 
such exports it apparent that indis- 
criminate abuse of descriptive terms was going 
on, and that unsuspecting buyers in Belgium 
amd abroad were purchasing inferior gian 
cement under the impression that it was British 
Portland cement. It is gratifying to find (adds 
the Conmsul-General) that the Belgian Portland 
tement manufacturers are willing to unite with 
manufacturers of cement in Great Britain 
in taking any steps which may be ible in

This ground plan is of 
much utility, especially in connexion with the 
acquisition of Property, and consists of owner- 
ship and detail sections. According to the last 
report on the progress of this enormous map, 
the ownership of over a hundred square miles, 
represented by over 23,000 estates, have been 
ascertained, defined upon sheets and registered, 
and a further 180 estates are awaiting drawing 
— the sheets. Altogether it is computed that 
the preparation of the ownership section of the 
ground Fas will cost 13,4004. The detail 
section of the ground plan consists in the keep- 
ing up to date of the existing 5-ft. Ordnance 
survey as alterations arise. As the ownership 
work proceeded difficulty was experienced in 
dealing with outlying districts, owing to the 
development of building land, necessitating 
surveying and plotting the altered boundaries, 
and it was considered that by extending this 
work of surveying 5-ft. Ordnance survey of 
London might be made and kept up to date. 
The Council also prepares an annual 6-in. map 
of London showing the progress of building

SURVEYOR’S ACTION FOR SLANDER 
AGAINST BUILDER. 

Tue case of Smith e. Humphris came before 
Mr. Justice Darling and a special 4 in the 
King's Bench Division on the 20th inet., an 
action brought by the plaintiff, Mr. Charles 
Chambers Smith. Surveyor to the Sutton 
(Surrey) Urban District uncil, against the 
defendant, Mr. Robert John Humphris, a 
member of the Council, for damages for allege 
slander, the slander ty being that plaintiff 
had acted corruptly in his office, and that he 
was carrying on private practice as a surveyor 
in breach * his agreement with the District 
Council. : 

Defendant denied the first charge, and with 
regard to the second he pleaded that the 
occasion was privileged, and that it was 
true in substance and in fact. Defendant 
further pleaded as a defence the Statute of 
Limitations. 

Mr. Duke, K.C., and Mr. Mackenzie r- 
peared for the plaintiff, and Mr. McCall, K.C., 
and Mr. George Elliott for the defendant. 

Mr. Duke in opening the case said Mr. Smith 
was appointed Surveyor to the Sutton Council 
in 1896. The defendant, who was a builder and 
ironmonger, was a member of the Council. In 
his business as a builder Mr. Humphris had 
several times come into conflict with the Sur- 
veyor, and for the past seven years had pu 
and persecuted the Surveyor with imputations 
against his honour, honesty, and upright per- 
formance of his duties. The defendant in his 
charges alleged that Mr. Smith not only 
carried on a private practice, but that he had 
also accepted bribes. Plaintiff when he was 
appointed agreed to take no private practice, 
and he had kept to his agreement. The first 
ineident arose in 1897, when the defendant, who 
was concerned in the ownership of a new road. 
asked plaintiff if he could not recommend that 
the road shonld be taken over by the Council 
without contributions from the owners. Plain- 
tiff refused, and ever since, said counsel, that 
had rankled in the mind of the defendant. He 
then asked plaintiff if he could give orders for 
ironmongery, but plaintiff said they must be 
tendered for. From 1900 defendant's attitude 
towards the plaintiff had been that of a 
vindictive man. ad accused the plaintiff 
of taking the fees of pupils in his but 
that, said counsel, was done with the cognisance 
of the Council. Defendant brought charges of 
carrying on a private practice against the Sur- 
veyor, and when the Council refused to listen to 
these charges he, in January, 1907, attended 
before the public auditor and demanded that 
the Surveyor should be surcharged the sum he 
had made in his private practice. The auditor 
adjourned the audit for a month to allow Mr. 
Humphris to bring his evidence, but the 
audit was resumed the defendant refused to 
produce any facts in. support of his allegations.
